Democratic River Can’t Be F ound

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP) | 
—The Navy is giving the names 
of rivers to 48 rocket-launching 
ships but wants it understood 
there is nothing political in 
dubbing one the U.S.S. Republi- 
can River while none will carry 
the label U.S.S. Democratic 
River. 

The reason is that the Navy 
couldn't find a river, or at least 
a major river, named Demo- 
cratic.

ployed Communist party mem- 
bers as counselors.

R.L.S. 
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Geneva’s High Promise 


It is remarkable that the atomic conference at 
Geneva should have closed with even more en- 
thusiasm and hope, if possible, than marked its 
high-keyed opening. The general feeling of the 
representatives of the 72 participating nations 
and about 800 unofficial observers was reflected 
in the remark of Waldemar Kaempffert, veteran 
science reporter of The New York Times, that 
this was “the greatest scientific congress ever 
held.” He ascribed this greatness not merely to 
what was revealed, but also to the spirit in which 
it was disclosed. There was no letdown of high 
expectations. 

There were disagreements. But these were 
not political disagreements between delegates 
from different sides of the Iron Curtain. They 
were rather disagreements as to the merits of 
this reactor or that one. About 20 models were 
discussed and six of them received close atten- 
tion. The ideal reactor of the future probably 
will be based on these six. 

There were some misunderstandings, too, 
caused mostly by the difficulties of simultane- 
ously translating rather abstract scientific papers 
into the four official languages—English, French, 
Spanish and Russian—as they were being read. 
But these* were generally cleared up by frank 
answers in question-and-discussion periods. The 
eagerness to explain transcended the problems 
of explaining. As Mr. Kaempffert said, little is 
left of the secrecy with which everybody just a 
little while ago was trying to shroud the whole 
subject. 

Of course, only scientists can fully appraise 
everything that was brought up at Geneva. 
Weapons, naturally, were not discussed. Most 
of the emphasis seemed to fall on power pro- 
duction, a subject of special interest to backward 
nations without the coal and water resources 
necessary for large-scale industrialization. The 
power reactor of the future, it appears, almost 
certainly will be a “breeder,” one producing 
more fission material than it consumes. The 
thought of increasing a basic resource, instead 
of depleting it, is vastly impressive. 

The use of isotopes in medicine, industry and 
research probably came second in commanding 
attention. The work of Russian doctors in ex- 
ploring the brain—to cite a random example 
readily duplicated by significant contributions 
of other nations—promises to put neurology and 
psychiatry on a stronger biochemical basis. 

But among all the enthusiasts, the geneticists 
were worriers. They did not prophesy dire ca- 
lamity after the fashion of sensational magazine- 
writers. But they did insist that the multiplica- 
tion of atomic activities will mean more radio- 
activity in the air, and they demanded careful 
study of its effects, especially on heredity. 

Indeed, the need for study was implicit in al- 
most all discussions. More scientists will have to 
be trained if the atom is to be fully exploited. 
Even present knowledge is of no value to a na- 
tion which does not have men able to utilize it. 
Further, the world cannot be content with merely 
training atomic mechanics. More than ever men 
of deep human understanding are needed to 
grasp the implications of this new branch of sci- 
ence and to guide its application. Here is no toy 
for the ignorant, the willful and the benighted. 
The sharing at Geneva, however, was in itself 
a recognition of the wise responsibility which 
can make the era of the atom one of fruitfulness 
rather than one of terror. 
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Chiggers, Fellows 

We are waiting for late reports on the dedica- 
tion last weekend of the big new Missouri river 
bridge at Jefferson City. The final word has not 
arrived because the State Highway Department 
solemnly assured visitors that they need have no 
fear of chiggers, and it takes a day or so for chig- 
gers to go to work.

If the 
state highway engineers have developed a sure- 
fire remedy for summer's worst kill-joy, that de- 
velopment ought to have been dedicated along 
with the bridge. 
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Not So Nationalist Now 

By assuming firm control of the Nationalist 
party, President Ramon Magsaysay of the Philip- 
pines has completed the reversal of the party's 
traditional position. 

For many years the opposition Liberal party 
stood for close co-operation with the United 
States, while the Nationalists were just what 
their name implies. This was a difference in de- 
gree, since no Filipino leader could deny the 
strong ties with America. But the two principal 
Nationalist leaders, Senators Claro M. Recto and 
Jose P. Laurel, were sometimes bitter in their 
denunciation of “colonialism.” And their party 
was long out of power. 

Two years ago, however, the two Nationalists 
wooed Magsaysay from the Liberal party to head 
their party's ticket in desperate hope of victory. 
Magsaysay won, but Recto and Laurel did not 
get exactly what they expected. The two Sena- 
tors have constantly accused the President of be- 
ing an American “puppet.” 

The show-down came in the party’s executive 
committee, when President Magsaysay moved 
to exclude Senator Recto from the party slate 
for the November election. Senator Laurel, who 
nominated Recto, said he would retire in 1957. 
Thus the old guard which invited the President 
into the party has been pushed aside, its prin- 
ciples rejected. 

Americans should have no trouble understand- 
ing the irony of the situation. This is not the first 
time that an election victory won with new lead- 
ership has changed the face of a political party. 
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The Penalties of Bad Policies 

The second anniversary of the deposition of 
Sultan Mohammed ben Youssef of Morocco by 
French colonial authorities and pro-French native 
chiefs brought death to more than 1000 in Mo- 
rocco and Algeria, and raised the continuing na- 
tionalistic violence almost to the status of 
civil war. 

Tragically, this worst of North African flare- 
ups came as five Moroccan leaders were discuss- 
ing a settlement in France. The individual most 
concerned in the fighting is Mohammed ben 
Moulay Afra, nephew and successor of the de- 
posed sultan. He is an unpopular puppet but 
strongly supported by French colonists and those 
pro-French native leaders who see a threat to 
their own powers in any degree of independence 
for Morocco. 

Having become involved in trouble through 
the deposition of one sultan, Paris elected to be 
more subtle this time. Although the present ruler 
had already failed to form a native government, 
he was asked to try again in the hope that. a 
second failure would lead to his voluntary abdi- 
cation. Many nationalist leaders apparently fa- 
vored this strategy, but the events of Sunday 
and Monday showed they were unable to control 
the mobs which they had earlier incited to vio- 
lence. Thus they are victims of their own meth- 
ods just as the French are victims of their early 


efforts to dominate the Moroccan situation by 
military suppression. 
Those responsible may now realize how diffi- 


cult it is to deal with the emotions of impover- 


ished and semi-literate people once these have 
been inflamed. But the mushrooming terror calls 
not for regrets, but for dramatic action, no mat- 
ter how difficult this has become. That a con- 
vincing grant of self-government may yet be ef- 
fective is suggested by the fact that there has 
been only one act of violence in Tunisia, the 
one French North African protectorate which 
already has such a charter of freedom.

The Mayor’s Challenge 

Mayor Tucker’s decision to challenge the lead- 
ership of the Democratic-controlled Board of 
Aldermen on the Charter issue reflects an ex- 
ceptional degree of political courage. 

In demanding the election of a board of free 
holders to review the present City Charter and 
submit a new one if necessary, the Democratic 
Mayor is taking on a good deal more than a ma- 
jority of the aldermen. He is in fact taking on 
the whole St. Louis Democratic party apparatus, 
which has a substantial vested interest in pre- 
venting any action that might upset the gravy 
train at City Hall. 

The Democratic City Central Committee has a 
stranglehold on the so-called “county” layer of 
St. Louis’s government. Committee members hold 
every top job in the patronage offices that com- 
pose the “county” layer. Their office staffs are 
loaded with other committee members as well as 
“deserving” precinct captains and the like. 

Since many of the Democratic aldermen hold 
office on the sufferance of the party organiza- 
tion, the interest of the few who are profiting 
from the presently costly and inefficient arrange- 
ment has so far come ahead of the clear need 
for reform of local government. That is why the 
aldermen have been insisting that if the Charter 
is to be tinkered with they—not a board of free- 
holders—will do the tinkering. 

Fortunately Mr. Tucker has made the issue 
unmistakable. As he told Robert A. Dunlap of 
the Post-Dispatch staff, “The issue is whether the 
Charter is to be revised by a group of citizens 
elected for that purpose or whether the Board 
of Aldermen whose members have a vested in- 
terest in the present form of government are to 
do the job.” 

The Democratic City Committee will have sev- 
eral weeks to think this matter over before Mr. 
Tucker returns from his trip to Germany. If the 
committee comes to the prudent conclusion that 
it would be wise to co-operate with Mr. Tucker 
rather than to set up roadblocks in his way, St. 
Louis might be spared a Charter fight in the fall. 
This would be clearly in the public interest. And 


unless the Democrats are still giddy from their - 


easy local victories last April and last November 
they might realize that a new Charter would be 
in the party’s interest as well. 
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In- Defense of Civil Liberties 

That the conventional fields of education, scl- 
ence, medicine and charity are not the only ones in 
which private endowments can be of service is 
shown by Robert M. Hutchins’s first report on 
the activities of the Fund for the Republic in 
behalf of civil liberties. 

It would be vain, of course, to expect any pri- 
vate enterprise to put a direct stop to, say, the 
abuses! of the econgressjgnal investigative power 
by a Senator McCarthy. But the Fund for the 
Republic is showing that sanity can be fostered 
by revealing the motivations and distortions at 
the root of such abuses. When their veneer of 
pseudo-morality is stripped away the people can 
make short shrift of them. 

Men are all too prone to meet emotion with 
emotion. High-minded indignation is regularly 
pitted against crass exploitation; but this is not 
enough. Facts are the effective weapons. So the 
Fund so far has sponsored no less than 34 fact- 
finding projects at a cost of $2,514,738. 

Congressional! investigations, the federal loyal- 
ty program, immigration regulations, blacklist- 
ings and violations of freedom of speech are 
only some of the areas in which it is helping to 
find and publish the facts. And what has been 
disclosed so far is cause enough for reservations 
about the idea that the tide has turned and that 
the attack on civil liberties in the United States 
is rapidly subsiding. But if the studies covered 
in this report are publicized widely enough, they 
will give a very considerable impetus to the im- 
provement of the general atmosphere. 

Renewed demonstrations of the vital part of 
civil liberties in democratic government will in- 
hibit attacks on them. That there is activity in 
their behalf such as that helped by the Fund for 
the Republic is a heartening sign that, in spite 
of discouraging waves of. anti-liberalism, Ameri- 
cans are far from abandoning the anchors of 
their freedom. 
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Loopholes for Mr. Wenzell? 

Does the conflict-of-interest law need amend- 
ing? This part of the United States criminal code 
prohibits Government employes from simultane- 
ously serving private employers. 

The Senate Monopoly subeommittee headed 
by Senator Kefauver of Tennessee believes 
amendment of the conflict-of-interest law is in 
order. Its recommendation to that effect is the 
first proposal of new legislation to come out of 
its investigation of the now-defunct Dixon- Yates 
power contract. 

What leads the 
amendment of the law is the case of Adolphe H. 
Wenzell. Mr. Wenzell served the Bureau of the 
Budget as consultant, conceiving the Dixon-Yates 
prototype and making recommendations about 
financing for the specific contract. At the same 
time he was first vice president of First Boston 
Corp., which then stood to profit handsomely by 
arranging Dixon-Yates’s financing. 

The Kefauver subcommittee, which had earlier 
asked the Department of Justice to consider con- 
flict-of-interest action against Mr. Wenzell, ap- 
parently has developed doubts that such an 
action could be prosecuted successfully. Its in- 
terim report notes that counsel for Mr. Wenzell 
contended he could not be prosecuted under the 
existing law because he had taken no oath of 
office, because he was unpaid except for $10 per 
diem and travel expenses, and because First 
Boston had signed no contract directly with the 
Government. 

Apparently there are some doubts on the part 
of Mr. Wenzell’s lawyers as well as on the part 
of the subcommittee. For when Edgar H. Dixon, 
the senior partner in Dixon-Yates, became wor- 
ried about Mr. Wenzell’s dual role in February 
1954, and his lawyer advised him to consult First 
Boston and the Budget Bureau about it, First 
Boston reacted by advising Mr. Wenzeli to quit 
his Budget Bureau post. 

This very uncertainty whether the conflict-of- 
interest law might be applied to Mr. Wenzel! is 
the clearest kind of proof that it needs amend- 
ing. If what the Wenzell counsel and the Ke- 
fauver subcommittee both see as possible loop- 
holes are actual loopholes, they are large enough 
for many Government employes to jump through.

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The Courts Clear Security Debris

In recent months the nation’s courts have rebuffed the Govern- 
ment on several important ‘security risk’ cases; relaxed public 
tension makes it easier for courts to uphold individual rights 
and defend normal liberties; many issues still need decision.

‘Something like a hurricane has been 
pounding through the nation’s loyalty- 
security sector, and now the winds have 
abated and the courts are picking up 
the debris. 

Gale warnings rose when President 
Truman set up the loyalty program in 
1947, and grew in force when President 
Eisenhower instituted a broader pro- 
gram in 1953. 

The first phase of the storm at any 
rate, ended when the President signed 
the law to set up 
an impartial “blue 
ribbon” commission 
to study the whole 
matter. 

The winds lulled 
as smiling skies ap- 
peared over Geneva 
and even a touch of 
blue over Moscow. 
But that doesn't 
mean the problem 
is over. After every 
great emotional 
gale, somebody has 
to clear fallen 
boughs, charged io 
wires and smashed 
homes. In the United States, the job 
traditionally belongs to the courts. In 
the last few months the courts have: 

1. Ruled that Yale Prof. John P. 
Peters was incorrectly dismissed as a 
“security risk” by the Government, in 
a case involving secret informers. 

2. Forced the Government to drop its 
elaborate charge against Johns Hopkins 
Prof. Owen Lattimore, growing out of 
a senatorial investigation. 

3. Thrown out contempt proceedings 
from a congressional inquiry against 
Corliss Lamont who pleaded the First 
Amendment. 

4. Caused the State Department to 
grant passports to a series of individuals 
hitherto denied them, sometimes with- 
out explanation. 

Relaxed public tension makes it easi- 
er for the courts to operate. The normal 


they are on an up cycle of throwing out 
unsound cases, just as popular emotion 
is on a down cycle over the crisis that 
produced the cases, or is, perhaps, di- 
verted to some new preoccupation. 

Many recent decisions do not hit the 
basic constitutional issue head on but 
operate obliquely, basing verdicts on 
secondary points. Experience teaches 
judges to proceed a step at a time, lay- 
ing foundations that will withstand an- 
other storm. 

Moderating public emotion too have 
been a series of instances spelling out 
the danger of unsubstantiated accusa- 
tions: 

Abraham Chasanow: This veteran 
Navy employe was suspended July 29, 
1953, cleared in October; fired in April, 
1954, and ultimately reinstated Sept. 
1, 1954. Newspaper investigation indi- 
cated his secret accusers had been moti- 
vated in part by anti-Semitism. 


Wolf Ladejinsky: This land-reform ex- 
pert was cleared by the State Depart- 
ment; suspended as a “risk” by the Ag- 
riculture Department; thereupon hired 
by the Foreign Operations Administra- 
tion, and finally cleared by Agriculture 
secretary Ezra Taft Benson, July 2. 

Annie Lee Moss: Negro Defense De- 
partment employe was suspended ‘in 
February 1954; reinstated, but again 
suspended in August, and finally rein- 
stated Jan. 19, 1955. 

Some employes were cleared many 
times, but ultimately dismissed. Three 
familiar cases involved State’ Depart- 
ment officials who formulated United 
States policy toward China. 

John Stewart Service: Charged six 
times by the State Department; fired by 
State Secretary Dean Acheson on rec- 
ommendation of the Central Loyalty Re- 
view Board. A court subsequently said 
the board acted without jurisdiction. 


John Carter Vincent: Cleared three 
times by departmental boards, but al- 
lowed to retire voluntarily by State Sec- 
retary John Foster Dulles on recom- 
mendation of the review board. 


John Paton Davies Jr.: Cleared six 
times by departmental boards and once 
by the review board; fired Nov. 5, 1954, 
by Mr. Dulles on recommendation of a 
special board. 

After the storm, many security issues 
remain for the courts to clear up. Typi- 
cal ones ahead: 

Is the law requiring tenants in low- 
rent federal housing projects to take 
loyalty oaths constitutional? A survey 
by the The New York Times indicates 
only one tenant out of 1,300,000 has so 
far been evicted on this basis: that 60 
nonsigners are fighting the order, and 
that “courts in general, across the coun- 
try, do not like the federal regulation.” 

Is sthe Navy justified in refusing to 
grant reserve commissions in cases like 
that of Eugene Landy, honor graduate of 
the Merchant Marine Academy, whose

An investigation has started here. 


Should the Army, which investigates 
the preinduction activities of young men 
after they are drafted, refuse to give 
them full “honorable discharge,” not on 
the basis of what they do in the Army, 
but on the basis of their pre-Army life? 


Sample: A recent survey charges that 
political associations of draftees’ rela- 
tives, as far removed as grandparents, 
in-laws, and step-mothers, are investi- 
gated; that many employers won't hire 
men who do not get a full Army “hon- 
orable discharge’; that some men who 
have fulfilled their military training are 
“stigmatized” by failing to get an honor- 
able discharge, in one case for non- 
criminal activities at age 15. 


The courts may clear away debris like 
this. Or it'may be settled by some quiet 
modification of procedure that seemed 
all right whep the storm raged, but looks 
incongruous now.

Between Book Ends 


The Adventure of Life 


SEARCH FOR PURPOSE, by Arthur &. Morgan. 
(Antioch Press, Yellow Springs, Ohio, 197 pgs., $3.) 
Dr. Morgan, autodidact, former pres- 

ident of Antioch College, well-known 
engineer and first chairman of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, has added to 
his 13 books published since 1927 an 
account of his search for the purpose 
of life. 

Philosophically speaking, the author’s 
thinking follows the paths of rational- 
ism. He approaches life and its mani- 
festations with scientific doubts and 
seeks to re-establish the rule of reason 
over superstitions and patina-covered 
traditions. Science again becomes in 
this philosophy the supreme being. 

Man’s supreme virtue, according to 
Dr. Morgan, is “loyalty to the adventure 
of life.” As we trav- 
el through life, he 
believes, we learn 
by experience 
where-the values of 
living lie. The au- 
thor also holds that 
human progress is 
being slowed down 
through the “limi- 
tations of human 
culture as embed- 
ded in. the minds 
of men.” As their 
rigidity softens and 
the comparing of 
varied life patterns 
is increasing, prog- 
ress resumes fits march toward an un- 
known goal. . 

As the first requirement for the re- 
building of an objective world Dr. Mer- 
gan names “the objective, critical mind.” 
He proposes that man, instead of losing 
himself in the realm of speculation and 
theology, concentrate on the attempt to 
master nature and remake man and 
society. He goes even so far as to say 
that any religion “which omits or neg- 
lects mastery of the physical world is 
inadequate and mistaken.” 

True to the spirit of rationalism, Dr. 
Morgan sees a “sustained joy in living, 
and appreciation of the opportunity for 
living, which some people carry with 
them through stress and sorrow.” But 
in the same breath he admits that happi- 
ness is still largely undefined and urges 
that a “continuing search for purposes 
give more critical attention to the 
nature and conditions of happiness.” 

Also true to the spirit of rationalism, 
Dr. Morgan sees life largely as a strug- 
gle for survival. He believes that eu- 
genics is the surest way to human wel- 
fare and progress, and he urges a “con- 
Stant preference of the more fit and 
constant elimination of the less fit from 
childbearing,” adding that adverse mu- 
tations are a reality and must be taken 
into account, or loss in human quality 
will be progressive. 

The objection that eugenic intelli- 
gence may nullify romantic love is coun- 
tered by Morgan with the remark that 
natural affection tan operate as freely 
between persons who are genetically 
and culturally fit for each other as 
between persons who belong to the same 
social set. “With improved understand- 
ing and attitudes, the process of eugenic 
selection need not be tragic for those 
adversely affected,” says the author. 

Pointing to the life of nuns and 
monks, Dr. Morgan recommends that 
those who may be considered “unfit” for 
propagation seek consolation in their 
work, in which many of them “will make 
distinctive contributions to cultural im- 
mortality than any which probably could 
be made through their physical descend- 
ants.

He began his ca- 
reer at the age of 20 with the 
Boston Post, where he remained 
for 17 years before he joined 
the Times on Jan. 1, 1924.

For a time he was commenta- 
tor for the Sunday afternoon 
broadcasts of the New York 
Philharmonic Symphony Society. 
In 1939 he was music director 
of the New York World’s Fair. 


In addition to many contribu- 
tions to music periodicals, he 
wrote the books, “The Lure of 
Music” and “Symphonic Broad- 
casts.” 


At the time of his death he 
was working on a history of the 
symphonyf symphonic poem and 
other forp of music to accom- 
pany a series of long-playing rec- 
ords.

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Children's Work

of the Gesell Institute of Child Development 
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OW can parents get children to help with the house- 
work? And just how much should be expected, in this 
respect, of children of different ages? 
Sometime ago we wrote on this subject. Our findings 
were that there are not 
only tremendous individ- 
ual but also tremendous 
age differences in this 
matter. Furthermore, in 
the first 11 years of life, 
many children do much 
less well in this respect 
than their parents think 
they should. But at 12 and 
after, there tends to be a 
considerable improvement. 
Your reactions were va- 
ried. Some of you thought 
that we were expecting 
Others felt that we expected 


much too little of children 


far too much. 


Se. + 
A FEW OF YOU, who seemed to have the problem rea- 


sonably well solved in your own homes, sent us suggestions 
as to your own methods. It is important to remember that 
children vary a great deal, and that what works in one 
family or at one age often doesn't in another. Still this 


mother's method, simple as it is, seems extremely practical. 
This mother has combined two techniques Which often 
tend to streamline household chores: First, listing them 
on a bulletin board rather than personally telling the child 
about each one, and second, even more important, allowing 
him some latitude and choice as to which tasks are to be 
done.

HERE 1S WHAT this mother suggests: “I read your 
suggestions about getting children to do tasks. I used a 
system with my son and daughter which was a big help in 
getting the work done, cheerfully. You suggest listing the 
tasks on a bulletin board. My plan was to make a complete 
list of all the work to be done on Saturday by myself and 
the children. Then they were allowed to choose any two, 
three or four tasks which they preferred to do. 

“Children don’t realize how much their mothers have to 
do. They see the long list of all the work that has to be 
cone and think that they are getting off lucky if they only 
have a small number of things to do. Of course, the clever 
mother always puts tasks on the list which are within the 
ability of the child, and for the most part the child will 
choose the simpler tasks. The lists should be changed each 
week and a new approach be used along with this idea. 
Mothers need to use their imaginations and be a few jumps 
ahead of the child.

and children are most suscepti- 
ble. Frequent air or sea travel 
seems to build up a resistance, 
making motion. sickness less like- 
ly. Also, the older you become, 
the less likely you are to get 
seasick or airsick.

ACCORDING TO DR. L. 
NEWTON KUGELMASS, pedia- 
trician and consultant to the 
New York City Department of 
Health and Hospitals, 80 per 
cent of children are susceptible 
to motion sickness. Train and 
auto motion upsets these young- 
sters more than the movements 
of ships and planes, he reports. 

Preventive measures include 
sensible eating for several days 
before the journey, adequate 
rest, calming of fears about the 
trip, and taking on the trip an 
ample supply of favorite toys, 
including cuddly ones and color- 
ing or cut-out books. 

Preflight meals should give 
maximum comfort. They should 
be light, bland, palatable and 
easily digested. This applies to 
adults as well as children, ac- 
cording to Col. Miriam E. 
Perry, Chief, Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps, and one of the 
three women colonels in the Air 
Force. 
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FOODS TO AVOID before fly- 
ing include fatty or fried dishes, 
heavy pastries, gas-forming foods 
such as cooked cabbage’and soda 
pop, heavily seasoned _ foods, 
rough foods as bran cereals and 
corn on the cob, and all alco- 
holic drinks, 

Especially with children, the 
common things that may start 
motion sickness are fear, poor 
ventilation, pungent odors; 
marked fatigue, shrill noises and 
indigestion, according to Dr. 
Kugelmass. This alse applies to 
adults in somewhat less degree.

Surveys of 
plane travel show that right 
rather than left seats may be 
more comfortable, according to 
Dr. Chinn. There is less tur- 
bulence on four-motor than on 
two-motor planes. Night flights 
are likely to be smoother. Also, 
at night you can’t see the plane's 
wings dipping against the hori- 
zon, Which gives nighttime an- 
other advantage to those most 
likely to have motion sickness. 


Tasty Tricks

HERE'S HOW. 


OR some reason, many ca- 


F paste copers with other 
household problems quail at 
the thought of threading the 
cords in traverse rods. ‘Far from 
feeling equal to replacing old 
cord with new, they holler for a 
drapery man when anything 
slips. 

The problem isn’t that diffi- 
cult. The sketch immediately 
above shows how the cord must 
be threaded for a typical two- 
way center meeting curtain. Lift 
the rod out of the brackets, place 
it on a table and see that the 
threading checks. Or be brave 
about the whole thing if the old 
cord must go and thread in the 
new this way: First on one side, 
then on the other, and set the 
rod back in place as shown in 
the detail sketch at center left. 
A new package in the drapery 
hardware departments includes 
new cord, full instructions for 
threading, and a new kind of 
cord drop to finish the ends. 
Made of soft polyethylene, the 
drop doesn’t bang when it hits 
the wall. (Packaged cord by 
Kirsch.) 
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MRS. O. A.: “Please help me 
choose a color for matching 
draperies and walls, and an- 
other color for a rug. They 
must go with a gray and green 
sofa, a club chair in red and 
gray, and another green chair. 
And they must also go with the 


slipeovers for this furniture—a 
print with yellow, light gray 
and charcoal on a beige back- 
ground for the sofa; and an- 
other print with pink, white, and 
maroon on a gold background 
for both chairs.”

Fish Market TAILS TO SPA 
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In Tokyo

TOKYO (Delayed). 
HE other morning we went 
T to the big fish market, which 
‘is really quite a sight. There 


were enormous pieces of tuna . 


fish, fascinating green crabs and 
more fish of every size, shape 
and description than I have ever 
seen. 


They hold an auction early in 
the morning for the big retailers 
of fish. After this the public 
can walk through the aisles or 
booths and buy what they want 
or go to the little shops in the 
neighboring streets where the 
price might be a little more but 
would still be moderate. 


I saw a man sweeping up 
small pieces of fish from the 
floor in the big market that had 
dropped from the stands, and 
Mrs. Matsumoto said that he 
probably took those scraps and 
sof them in a cheap market for 
poor people. This seemed to me 
rather appalling and certainly 
not very sanitary. 
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WE LUNCHED at Internation- 
al House and I was glad to see 
some of my friends who helped 
to plan my activities when I was 
here two years ago. Later we 
went to the museum and saw 
some interesting archeological 
finds dating back to the Sixth 
Century B.C., most of which 
were found in burial mounds. 
We also had a glimpse of lovely 
textiles and then saw some 
screens and-drawings of a later 
period. 


We dined in the evening with 
our Ambassador, John M. Alli- 
son, and his wife and I asked 
the Ambassador some of the 
questions I had put to iny Jap- 
anese friends at luncheon. I 
was glad to find that he felt 
much the way they did on the 
subject of Japanese reactions to 
America. 


My curiosity and interest in | 


this was prompted primarily by 
the fact that on the way out in 
the plane several people had 
shown me clippings of articles 
written by Americans that told 
of the anti-American feeling 
which seemed to be on the in- 
crease in Japan. But both groups 
of people—the Americans who 
have been here over two years 
and the Japanese—felt that this 
feeling was principally local. If 
the Americans. took land for a 


new air strip and reduced land 


available for agriculture then 
the farmers were angry, but that 
was a local situation, not a na- 
tional one. 
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THE REAL CONCERN of the 
Japanese people is trade. Most 
responsible Japanese know the 
trade with Communist China 
will only be about 10 per cent 
of all their trade but it is vital 
for them to renew trade rela- 
tions with Communist China. 
There is great satisfaction here 
over reductions which we have 


made in our tariffs, but these | 
do net appear to be enough and 
the Japanese feel the need to 
develop their trade with many 
other countries 

The most unpopular change 
with the Japanese in American 
policy was our decision that it 


was necessary for Japan to re- 
arm after the cold war began. 
The students expressed their 
rage as did many others. 
However, a defense army has 
been built up and now I see 
from an article in the paper 
this morning, that when Japa- 
nese troops reach a certain num- 
ber Japan will undoubtedly wish 
to see American troops with- 
drawn. Personally I think this 
would be a good idea because 
it would give the Japanese a 
sense of complete freedom, 
which would be food for their 
morale and for our friendship.

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Animal Lover 
: By John Crosby 


NAIROBI, Kenya. | 

HE SHAMEFUL SECRET of Marlin Perkins, the direc- 
T tor of Chicago's Lincoln Park Zoo and the Majordomo 

of “Zoo Parade,” is that he prefers animals to people. 
His love and understanding of animals shines through on 
“Zoo Parade,” which is one 
of the things that gives 
the program its great 
charm. 

“The animals are depen- 
dent on me,” he will] tell 
you and from that depen- 
dence he derives the same 
rich satisfaction that any- 
one else would get from.a 
husband or wife who leans 
on one for support and 
comfort. This is a splen- 
did thing, but not exactly 
a usual thing and it does 
lead to misunderstandings 
between Perkins and the 
rest of the human race and 
even Perkins and the an- 
imals. 
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JOHN CROSBY HE STARTED OUT his 
£00 career as a curator of reptiles at the St. Louis Zoo and 
his great love is still snakes, an affection that is likely to 
bewilder the ordinary citizen. He has been bitten twice by 
rattlesnakes and once he almost died. Just the other day on 
this safari, he came upon an eight-foot cobra and immedi- 
ately leaped out of the car to make friends. The cobra 
hooded, which is a cobra’s way of being not only unfriendly 
but downright hostile and Perkins retired, defeated. The 
fact that the animals don’t always reciprocate his great love 
for them he accepts without bitterness. 

This brush with the cobra points up one of the diffi- 
culties of this expedition. One of the fetching things about 
“Zoo Parade,” (KSD-TV, 2 p.m. Sundays) when it started 
was the fact that Perkins handled the animals, caressed 
them and talked to them. His personal contact with the 
animals charmed the audience and the producers try to 
keep that in the show. But, naturally, you can’t wander 
around East Africa petting rhinos. Not more than once, 
anyhow. (Our hunter claims he did it on a bet as a boy 
but I don’t believe a word of it.) 

Still, Perkins gets as close as he can. When we drove 
down from Nairobi, he kept leaping from the car when- 
ever we sighted a giraffe, which was pretty often. “I kept 
thinking they got loose from somewhere,” he muttered. 
When we'd stop for the night, he’d prowl around with a 
flashlight looking for lizards and bats to keep him com- 
pany until daylight came and he could see some more 
wild game. 
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HIS WHOLE PERSONALITY CHANGES around ani- 
mals. Around people he’s likely to become dim and vague 
and restless. Around animals he lights up; the eyes become 
alert; he suddenly becomes alive all over. 

There are animal lovers the world over but no two 
are quite alike and some of them are quite unlike. There 
are probably no more violently contrasting personalities 
than that of the gentle and scholarly Perkins and our 
hunter, Geoffrey Lawrence-Brown. Geoffrey, a hard-bitten 
character who has guided through the bush everything 
from English debutantes to M-G-M movie companies to us, 
has been around wild animals all his life, and, in his way, 
loves them and respects them just as much as Marlin does. 

But their philosophies are at opposite poles. Perkins 
thinks it a crime to kill any animal, including a couple that 
have tried to kill him. Lawrence-Brown, a hunter, has 
killed more animals than he can count. He, on the other 
hand, thinks that imprisoning animals is a crime against 
nature. He has never helped to capture a wild animal for 
a zoo. “Sending them up for life imprisonment,” he says. 
“I couldn't sleep nights.” 
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WHERE THE ONE LIKES TO STALK THEM (not 
necessarily to kill them but to match wits with them), the 
other likes to nurse them. Coming over here, Perkins 
brought as gifts to zoos in Europe and Africa crates of 
animals — grizzly bear cubs, possums, armadillos, sparrow- 
hawks, chinchillas, to name a few — and six boxes of 
snakes indigenous to North America. (The idea of bringing 
snakes to Africa is one that could occur only to Perkins. 
The Port Elizabeth Zoo in South Africa is now richer by 
coral snakes and three varieties of copperheads South 
Africa had never seen before.) 

At every stop — Copenhagen, Zurich, Rome, Khar- 
toum — while the rest of us headed for the bar, Perkins 
scurried into the belly of the plane to seg to the health 
of his animals. 

I once asked him if there weren't some limit to his 
regard for animals, whether there wasn't some beast he 
frankly didn't like — say, a vulture. “Well, vultures are 
very interesting,” said Marlin defensively. “I suppose my 
feelings for animals are colored by my knowledge of their 
function in nature.” How about hyenas? “I haven’t a very 
warm spot in my heart for hyenas,” he said. That may be 
the most caustic utterance about animals Perkins has 


ever made.

Fix It Yourself

Damp and Leaky Basements. 


E are going to start off to- 

day on a nice optimistic 

note by saying that a lot— 
maybe even the majority—of 
damp and _ leaky basements 
aren't leaky at.all. The walls 
and floor of a basement can be 
as tight as the hull of a ship 
and still they will be damp and 
even dripping with water. This 
condition is due to our old 
friend condensation—warm moist 
air coming in contact with the 
cold masonry surfaces below 
ground and depositing some of 
the water vapor in the form of 
moisture. 

There are several ways to tell 
if the dampness in your base- 
ment is due to condensation or 
to a leaky or porous wall. If 
your basement is damp even 
during long dry _ spells. the 
chances are that it’s because of 
condensation. If it becomes damp 
during warm humid weather but 
dries out soméwhat when the 
weather becomes dry and crisp, 
it’s probably condensation. 

If the dampness on the walls 
and floors doesn’t get worse 
after a heavy wet spell then 
it is pretty doubtful if the walls 
are leaky. 

Correcting dampness due to 
condensation is not too difficult. 
Sometimes it can be done just 
by improving the circulation of 
air in the basement. Opening 
windows in the basement and 
perhaps using a fan to force 
the moist air outside will often 
do the trick. Chemical or elec- 
tric air driers are very effective 
for they remove the moisture 
from the air in the basement so 
that there is nothing to produce 
the condensation on the walls 
and floors. 

One of the simplest and most 
effective cures is to install 2-in. x 
2-in. furring strips on the 
masonry wall spaced 16 inches 
on center and then cover these 
with some type of wallboard. If 
you want to do a first rate job, 
install insulation between the 
furring strips but don’t allow 
it to touch the masonry wall. 
With this construction, the fin- 
ish wall of wallboard will be 
insulated from the cold mason- 
ry and won't become cold. If 
the wall isn’t cold, condensation 
can’t occur and your walls will 
be nice and dry the year round.

Skimpy Breaktast

F OR more than 10 years now nutritionists have been in- 


ree cerning the effects of va- 
ns rious breakfast habits on 
males and females from 
the age of 12 to 80. 


Recent ‘studies at a fa- 
mous medical. school have 
shown that the habit of 
skipping breakfast lowers 
mental and physical effi- 
ciency both in young wom- 
en and men and im older 
people, during the late 
»  &= morning hours. The same 
be a result was obtained in a 
_N special study made of boys 
between ages of 12 to 14. These boys were watched for a 
period of 28 weeks. The attitudes and scholastic records 
were observed from the records of teachers and correlated. 

The whole thing adds up to this, definitely! You are 
less efficient if you do not eat correctly at breakfast no 
matter what your age. Papers in industrial medicine report 
that the greatest number of accidents occur in the last 
hour before lunch. Authorities feel that skipping or skimp- 
ing on breakfast is a contributing factor. This may lower 
the blood sugar level to the point of headaches or fatigue.

ALSO, IF YOU HAVE A BREAKFAST of cereal (not a 
devitalized one), citrus fruit juice, and milk, you will have 
gone a long way toward meeting the daily requirements for 
health with essential foods. 

Even on a reducing diet you must not miss the whole 
grain products. You think of cereal as fattening, but if you 
use liquid saccharine and skim milk instead of cream on 
your cereal, this does not add up to a fattening dish. 

Many people who usually have no trouble with stom- 
ach discomfort find that citrus fruit juice does not “sit 
well” the first thing in the morning. If this is true of you 
be sure that you get your citrus fruit juice later on in the 
day, before going to sleep at night or as a pick-up at mid- 
afternoon.

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EGGS ALSO ARE AN IMPORTANT part of fine nu- | 


trition. We think of these as a breakfast food, which they 
are. If you do not like an egg for breakfast, then see to it 


that you get yours at lunch with salad, or in some other | 


form. 

Most folks can enjoy a portion of cereal and an egg 
at breakfast unless they have gotten into the current habit 
if skipping breakfast or skimping on it. 

Anyway, consider seriously the studies which have 
proved that you are more alert and more efficient with an 
adequate breakfast, and be sure that you have one. Also, 
remember that cereals, citrus fruit, eggs and milk are the 


backbone of fine nutrition, and see that you get them every * 


day of your life.

THIS COMMENT PROMPT- 
ED AN OLD-TIMER among cir- 
cus folk to pass on word that 
originally the calliope was sim- 
ply called a “hoss-pianner” (his 
spelling) by circus and carnival 
workers. The device, you see, 
was originally mounted on a 
horse-drawn wagon and the op- 
erator struck keys similar to 
those on a piano. Hence, “hoss- 
pianner.” 

The circus, of course, has its 
own fascinating vocabulary— 
much of it unknown to outsid- 
ers. For example, the main tent 
which most of us call the “big 
top” is called “the rag” by cir- 
cus hands. Similarly, clowns are 
called “joeys” and are divided 
into three main groups.

THE “AUGUSTE” IS THE 
GARDEN VARIETY of a clown, 
the one with the brightly paint- 
ed face, any of a wide variety of 
costumes and a bent for slap- 
stick humor. He's the fellow 
who gets laughs by pretending 
to hit other clowns with a base- 
ball bat. Next higher on the 
scale is the “Grotesque” who 
wears wierdly padded or inflat- 
ed costumes, ridiculous hats and 
often carries an incongruously 
small parasol. The elite among 
clowns are the “Characters’’— 
of whom Emmet Kelly is the 
most famous. These are the 
sad, Chaplinesque hoboes, per- 
petually frustrated in their ef- 
forts to impress the audience.

Most of the pouched animals 
live in Australia, or on islands 
near Australia. In North Amer 
ica are the oppossums, and these 
have pouches for their young. 


The pouched animals of Aus- 
tralia inelude the wombats and 
bandicoots. Among the others 
are pouched mice, honey pos- 
sumg and koalas. 


Bandicoots are about the size 
of rabbits. Their food is made up 
largely of insects, roots and 
fruits. Sometimes they eat mice 
or worms. 


One kind of bandicoot is pro- 
tected by spines. Another kind 
has feet which suggest a pig, 
and is called the pig-footed ban- 
dicoot. A third kind, the rabbit 
bandicoot, has large ears which 
suggestg those of a rabbit.
